SURINAM VERSION OF THE BIBLE. 
Several papers in this vicinity have copied from Engtish 
English Wer- 
sion of the New Testament, designed to ridicule this 
Version, and to bring odium en the Bible Society, which 
published it. Mr. Greenfield has published in London a 
defence of this Translation, which is said to be entirely 
satisfactory.

QUESTION Il. 

Whether there ought not to be a Tryal of per- 
sons concerning their (Qualifications and Fitness 
for Church Communion before they are admulied 
‘thereunto?

Extract of a letter from Rev. Mr. Knill, of St. Petersburg, 


to Mr. Douglass of Enzland, the author of the Natural 
History of Enthusiasn

| In viewing this passage in connexion with our 
daily engagements, we could not but be struck 
with its force and beauty; but we had scarcely 
tiie to think of one or the other before it was 
announced that a peasant wished to speak with 
us. I closed the book and went to the stranger, 
who had come with money for 25 New Testa- 
received, and to obtain a 
fresh supply of these precious volumes, to circu- 
| late 71 in hisneighbourhood. He 
dwe a pl rrounded by numerous villa- 
10, @nd others 20 miles 
distant. i there was no condemnable 
enthusiasm in e association of ideas which 
rushed into my mind, while conversing with this 
simple hearted and devout Christian. His com- 
ing to me just at that moment appeared to me 
like a striking illustretion, and confirmation of 
what I had been reading in your book. We had 
never seen this man before, but he had long been 
known to us by report, having previously receiv- 
ed about 300 Russian Testaments, and some thou- 
sands of Tracts from members of our congrega- 
tion. The conversation of “Ivan,” for that is 
his name, was very refreshing ; and his animated 
description of the hunger of the people for the 
word of God would have made your beart leap 
for joy. I said to my wife while the peasant was 
standing by our side, J] must surely tell Mr. Doug- 
lass of this. We supplied him with a goodly 
number of Testarnents and Tracts and School 
books, and on his departure he said, “1 beg you 
a hundred Russian Testaments 
They will soon be called for, and 
| although J cannot pay you for them immediately, 
yet es I receive the money trom my poor neigh- 
| bors I shall faithfully deliver it to you ; farewell.” 
| As we parted, I ee ald not but rejoice in him asa 
| brother in Christ; and thongh apparently very 
noor, and clad in the hurnmblest costume of the 
country, he was very lovely in my sight. How 
| beautiful upow the mmountains are the fect of bim 
| who bringeth good tidings! His integrity, bis

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purity, his zeal, his charity, in short the religion 
of the New ‘Testament, has raised him high in the 
estimation of his neighbors, who flock to tin from 
all quarters for the word of life. The man is 
emphatically a laborer in the vineyard, aud if you 
had seen him, you would have loved him. Je- 
hovuh chooses his own instruments to accomplish 
‘the purposes of his mercy; and asit respects my- 
self, as well as Ivan, it may in truth be said that 
God has chosen the poor and the weak to honor 
him, that he might reserve unto himself all the 
glory. To him let it be ascribed forever, Amen, 
The changes which have taken place here since 
the day that the Bible Society flourished, make 
us very cautious in our communications, yet it is 
evident that God is carrying on a glorious work 
in this vast empire. 
HAPPY INDICATIONS. 

1. 4 great desire prevails for the word of God. 

As a proof of it we have been enabled to cir- 
culate nearly eleven thousand Bibles, Testaments, 
and Psalters to subjects of the empire in the space 
of 20 months ; these have been in various langua- 
ges, but by far the greatest number has been mod- 
ern Russian Testaments. 

2. The people take great delight in reading and 
hearing religious Tracts. 

Her Excellency Princess Mestchersky, gave 
me 200,000 of these faithful messengers, and my 
friends have assisted in circulating them as well 
as the scriptures, with indefatigable zeal, 1 sup- 
pose that of Finns, German, French, and Rus- 
sian, we have distributed one hundred and ten 
thousand, 

3. The education of the peasantry ts rapidly ad- 
vancing. 

His Iinperial Majesty the Emperor grants this 
his sanctionand support. Schoolsare continually 
increasing. Many young men were in our school 
last year, to improve themselves in the Laneaste- 
rian system. ‘They are now engaged as masters 
in various towns in the interior. Even where 
there are no schools, education is going on. Many 
adults are learning to read of their companions. 
Parents are instructing their children; brothers 
and sisters are instructing each other; where 
there is one in a family who can read, he becomes 
their teacher. IT have supplied thousands of ele- 
mentary books to these persons, and am still sup- 
plying them, because | am confident it will ulti- 
mately be of great advantage in preparing the 
mind for understanding the word of God. Many 
people have lately come to us for New Testa- 
ments, for a part of the country 800 versts dis- 
tant, very clever, intelligent, and industrious 
men. ‘Phey were all able to read, and they bought 


books not ouly for themselves but for loug lists of 


their relatives. We inquired of them, as we ge- 
nerally do of all who come to us, if many or tew 
among them could read. And although the tale 
of some is gloomy enough, yet these men told us 
that scarcely a young petson in their “ roveri- 
mont,” is permitted to grow up in ignorance, O 
Sir, what a demand will this soon create for the 
scriptures! Of what value will our volumes of 
Tracts be in those families, where they will be 
handed down from genermtion to generation !

Elizabeth’s perseverance in refusing to proceed 
further in the work of reform, and by her severe 
measures for enforcing uniformity, juster princi- 
ples were evolved. Early in Elizabeth's reign, 
Mr. Cartwright, a leader of the Puritans, pub- 
lished “An admonition to the Parliament,” in 
which he maintained, that “the Christian sove- 
reign ought not to be called Head under Christ of 
the particular and visible churches within his do- 
minions,” and that “the civil magistrate ought 
not to ordain ceremonies, or determine controver- 
sies in the Church, as long as they do notintrench 
upon his temporal authority.” : : 
“Some years after the same Mr. Cartwright 
maintained in his divinity lectures at Cambridge, 
and published, that “The names and functions 
of archbishops and archdeacons ought to be 
abolished, as having no foundation in Seriplure. 
The officers of the lawful ministers of the Church 
ought to be reduced to the apostolical institution ; 
the bishop to preach the word of God and pray, 
and deacons to take care of the poor. ‘The gov- 
ernment of the Church ought not to be intrusted 
with bishop’s chancellors, or the officials of arch- 
deacons; but every Church should be governed 
by its own minister and presbyters. Bishops 
should not be created by civil authority, but ought 
to be fairly chosen by the Church.” Hitherto 
both parties had allowed that the ecclesiastical 
constitution might be very much regulated by 
convenience and motives, of state policy. Here 
was the discovery and advancement of the prin- 


ciple that, in this department as well as in that of | 


doctrine, nothing should be determined or sanc- 
tioned without the warrant of Scripture. This, 
it will be at once apparent, was another very iin- 
portant step in the development of the principles 
of religious and civil liberty, Mr. Cartwright, 
for advancing such “dangerous doctrines,” was 
deprived of his professorship and expelled the 
university, and constrained to go into voluntary 
banishment. But his opinions were einbraced by 
the whole body of the Puritans. 

“Inthe mean time, © several of the deprived 
ministers” residing in and about London, bad, 
upon “solemn consultation with their friends” 
and earnest “prayer,” come to an “ agreement, 


Romans and Galatians, shows from the Old ‘Tes- 
tament, the rights of the Gentiles to partuke of 
blessings of the gospel equally with the Jews.— 
In hike manner, he shows the abolition of the 
ceremonial law, in the epistie to the Hebrews.— 
Now, if apostolic or prophetic inspiration, in ad- 
dition to Moses and the prophets, was necessary 
to establish the equal privileges of the Gentiles; 
and if all the purity and elevation of apostles and 
their fellow-labourers, were required to resist the 
adversaries of that doctrine; may Wwe not, with 
all reason, argue for the necessity, not of the re- 
newal of miraculous endowments, but of a rich 
and universal effusion of Goa’s Holy Spirit, to 
give the church of God throughout the world, 
discernment and fortitude to see and to profess 
entire, “the faith once delivered to the saints?” 
The apostles in their teaching considered the 
capacity of the churches to receive instruction. — 
“have fed you with milk, and not with meat; 
for hitherto ye were not able to bear it, neither 
yet now are ye able.” 
mathematical science began himeelf the study of 
it with the axioms and definivons, and proceed- 
ed by regular steps from the more to the less 
simple problems; so by the same process would 
he instruct a learner. He knows he can teach 
others only by making his meaning perfeetly in- 
telligible to their understandings. In like man- 
ner, the profoundest adept in Biblical knowledge, 
will preach only first principles to the ignorant. 
He will administer the consolations of God to 
the poor and the afflicted, in the simple, unaffeet- 
ed language of love. “The Lord God hath giv- 
en me the tongue of the learned, that 1 should 
know how to speak a word in season to him 
that is weary.”—* Repent, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand,’ was the doctrin® of John. 
No less simple was the preaching of Christ: 
“ Repent ve, and beheve the gospel.” No other- 
wise did the apostles preach to the unenlightened : 
“T showed first unto them of Damascus, and at 
Jerusalem, and throughout all the coasts of Ju- 
dea, and then to the Gentiles, that they should 
repent and turn to God, and do works meet for 
repentance.” When a preacher is unintelligible 
to nine out of ten of his a iditory, itis reasonable

conceit, and was not very sparing of persons 
of this description. A young man calling on him 
on a Saturday, and announcing rather conse- 
quentially, that he was going to preach on the 
morrow ata little distance; Mr. Fuller asked 
him for his text. He readily answered that he 
Was going to preach from “ One thing is needful.” 
And what is that one thing, said Mr. Fuller. ‘Ty- 
ro replied without hesitation, Christ, certainly.— 
Why then said he, you are worse than the Socin- 
ians. ‘They do allow him to be a man, but you 
are going to reduce him toa mere ‘thing? This 
unfortunate remark spoiled Tyro’s sermon; and 
when he arrived at the place of his destination, 
where the flock was waiting for his sage instrue- 
tions, he had not courage to bring forward what 
he had provided with much study and care.” 

On another occasion, after delivering a sermon 
to a distant congregation, Mr. Fuller was rudely 
accosted by one of the would-be judges of evan- 
gelical preaching, who said to him, as he descend- 
ed the pulpit stairs, * You left Christ at home, 
sir!” Did I indeed ? replied Mr. Fuller; then I 
shal! hope to find him there when Treturn. Re- 
partees of this kind abounded in his conversation: 
and both in his sermons and writings there is a 
greater variety of apoplithegms than is usually to 
be met with in modern authors. é 

it was a principle with him never to weaken 
his argument for the sake of sparing the feelings 
of those who assailed him, and at times undoubt- 
edly, he was not fully aware of the severity with 
Which he put down his opponents. : 

Once at a ministers’ meeting, he took occasion 
to correct an erroneous opinion, delivered by an 
injudicious brother; and he laid on his censures
